Things in Ireland have-a way of 
looking their blackest just before they 
brighten, .

In Belfast religious animosi- 
ties of s6 fierce a nature that. they 
ran. easily into assassination were 
making the city unsafe for its inhabi- 
tants. The entire spectacle was such 
fa to fill all friends of Ireland ‘with 
gloom while causing the. ‘' die-hards "’ 
in England openly to rejoice and to 
assert that their predictions of anarchy 
in Ireland were on the point of being 
fulfilled. 

Out of the joint conferetice in” Lon- 
don, however, hew hope has come. It 
is more than a truce that. has been 
bigned. Large and practical articles 
of agreement have ‘béen arrived at 
which, if carried out in good faith, 
mean not only pacification in both 
South and North, but co-operation be- 
tween the two regidns of a sort un- 
known before. It is arranged that 
the police and military forcés shall be 
under! joint and equitable control 
where necessary, and that united 
effort: be made to stamp out every- 
| where - the campaign of murder that- 
was wetting such an ominous start.

New York Conference Ministers In- 
vite Laymen to Sit With Them 
pat Poughkeepsie.

POUGHKEI!IPSIE, March 31,—A sharp 
passage between William H. Anderson, 
State Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, and Charles P: -McClelland of 
Dobbs Ferry, Unitcd States Appraiser| F 
and formar State Senator; ‘marked the 
séssion heré today of the Laymen’s A8- 
sociation of the New York Methodist 
Conference. . 

The exchange followed a.speéch by Mr. 
Anderson in which he praised Justice 
Morschauser for enforcing» the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment and suggested that 
the Taymen pars a resolution commend- 
ing him. Mr. McClelland argued that to 
thank publicly ‘a Judge for the perform- 
ance of his duty was equivalent; to say- 
ing that: he Lad “ surprised the people 


by doing the right thing.” 

“It fs not es matter of good taste,” 
he declared, *‘ to upon judicial ac- 
tion. hen a public, official takes the 
oath of office it is assumed that he will 

perform his duty. A righteous Judge 
Lath never be misunderstood.” 


Commends Jalil for Wets._ 


Mr. Anderson, who is a member of 
the association, said in urging the reso- 
lution : 

** Justice Joseph Morschauser of this 
city, when holding court in my own 
County of Westchester, announced a 
policy and established a precedent of 
giving a man who violated the Prohibi- 
tion law a jail sentence. Most Judges 
are conscientious, but human and un- 
eonsciaqusly _ reflect public sentiment. 


And it is only fair to record as worthy 
of commendation the attitude taken by 
your citizen Justice Morschauser.’ 

He attacked some of the Judges for 
their ‘ lax manner in enforcing the 
Prohibition laws,’’ and quoted the dec- 
Jaration of Justice Morschatiser made at 
White Plaing that ‘‘ they may put these 

things over in the courts of New York 
City, but not in my court.”

The subdivision to which reference is 
made is subdivision 1 of Section 781: of 
the Penal law.
